That 
the Great and Mighty Emperor of all the Raffians, was 
making great preparations for war; that he had ordered 
150,000 men to be in readinefs to march through Poland, 
to join the King of Pruffia’s army---205,000 more were 
ordered ovt of batracks to.encamp in the field ; feveral 
tianfports were loading with heavy baggage fur Danaoik ; 
15 fail of the line and 6 frigates were ordered to leave 
Confladt onthe 25 of May, and were to be joined in the 
North Sea by 5 new thipsof the line, and fome f{maller 
veffels from Archangel ; they were then to proced to En- 
gland ; befides this force, goo galleys were getting in rea- 
dimets to proceed to fea; the command of this armament 
was given to Vice Admual Sir George Tate, an American, 
it is worthy of remark, that this gentleman was a great fa- 
voriue of the Emprefs 

While the Emperor is perfonally employed in difciplin- 
ing his foldiers, whichis his' favorite amulement, his new 
Financier is replenithing hiscofiers trom additional bui- 
dens on every clais of bis fubjeds, thole in trade and com- 
merce particularly ; and thongh foreign merchants are che 
principal fupporters of his revenue, yet they are watched 
with a very jealous eye, nor dare they pa‘s to cither part of
